This Communication is filed in response to a Notice to File Missing 
Parts of Application issued by the United States Patent on 
September 9, 1999 in connection with the above-identified 
application. A copy of the Notice is attached hereto as Exhibit A. 
The Notice provides a period of two months for filing a response. 
Accordingly, a response is due on November 9, 1999. Therefore this 
Communicaton is being timely filed. 

The Notice indicates that the oath and declaration is missing. In 
response, applicants attach hereto as Exhibit B a Declaration and 
Power of Attorney puruant to 37 C.F.R. §1.53 (d) and in compliance 
with 37 C.F.R. §163. The Declaration refers to the application's 
above- identified serial number and filing date. 

The Notice indicates that the small entity statement is missing. 
In response, applicants maintain that small entity status was 
applicable at the time of filing and that such status still 
applies. Applicants attach hereto as Exhibit C a Verified 
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Statement (Declaration) Claiming Small Entity Status Under 3 7 
C.F.R. §1.9(f) and §1 . 27 (d) (Non-Prof it Organization). The 
Statement is signed by an authorized official of the entity who has 
rights in the subject application, namely The Trustees of Columbia 
University in the City of New York. 

The Notice To File Missing Parts of application states that the 
surcharge owed by applifcant under 37 C.F.R. §1.16 (e) is $130.00. 
However, since small entity status is applicable, applicants 
maintain that the required fee is $65.00 for a small entity and a 
check in this amount is enclosed. 

The surcharge under 37 C.F.R. §1. 16(e) for responding to the Notice 
to File Missing Parts of Application under 37 C.F.R. §1.53 (d) is 
$65.00 for a small entity.
